Brooklyn and the Bronx also be­ 
came slums. 
And the subway grew into miles of tracks

thing about the subway: the bigger the subway 
got, the more money it lost and finally it went into 
bankruptcy. The city took it over and now’ the 
city of New York, 8,000,000 population, richest 
arca on earth, is going broke. Maybe Socialism 
can work in Sweden, but in New York City, it 
j only produces bankruptcy and turmoil. 
The talk is tc turn it over to a kind of semi­ 
private enterprise called an “Authority.” Here in 
New York we are building up a number of agen- 
, cies called “Authority.” They are public bodies 
that operate like a business and run bridges, tun­ 
nels. roads, bus terminals and all sorts of things, 
charging for their services, paying their debts and 
using the profits to build something else. Some 
day, the “Authorities” could own everything and 
we shall have some other scholar, like Mr. Fabri­ 
cant, explain to us how these things happen when 
nobody is looking.

It used to be that taxes took care of such matters,

President Harding. 
More than any other president 
to whom he could be compared, 
Mr. TYuman strangely parallels

The parallel becomes especially 
pertinent when one recalls that 
Charles Evans Hughs, later Chief 
Justice of the United States, oc­ 
cupied the post of Secretary of

accom­ 
plished up to that time by any 
other secretary of state in Amer­ 
ican history. 
Mr. Harding had the same sort 
of personal admiration for Charles 
Evans Hughes that Mr. Truman 
has for Dean Acheson. 
“He’s a 
sta r” was the way President H ard­ 
ing described him to his friends. 
And a rereading of the editorials 
of those days will bring to mind 
the superlatives of praise which 
were heaped on Mr. Hughes. 
Tile Hughes foreign policy was 
as little the

of

Harding as the Ache son foreign 
policy is today the work of the 
rrtit-going president. 
Yet, curious­ 
ly enough, in the editorials prais­

Even eight years later the lead­ 
ing Republican

newspapers in New York spoke 
editorially 
of 
the 
Washington 
treaty on armament as “a monu­ 
ment to international accommoda­ 
tion and self-restrait, to cooper­ 
ation in avoiding needless causes 
of national antagonism and in pro­ 
moting 
peace." 
Prime 
Minister 
Lloyd George told the British P a r­ 
liament it was “one of the great­ 
est achievements for peace in the 
history of the world." 
It is true that the subsequent 
Roosevelt administration did not 
become vigilant when the Japan­ 
ese began building up their navy 
again and it is true that the 
Democratic administration even as 
late as 
1935 when Japan 
had 
served notice of her intention to 
term inate 
the 
treaty was still 
talking in terms of reduced navies, 
but compliments about preventing 


war were as thick in 1921 as they 
are today over the Truman-Ache­ 
son claim that large-scale w ar has 
been avoided up to now. 
It was Mr. Hughes who laid 
down the law to the Soviet Union 
and who insisted that they give up 
their subversive propaganda in the 
United States as a condition of 
recognition and he 
refused 
to 
give 
diplomatic

to 
Sloscovv because he was distrust­ 
ful of the Communists 
He was 
reversed by the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration. 
It vvas Mr. Hughes who blazt'd 
the trail for non-discrimination 
against the Chinese and Japanese 
and other orientals who were de­ 
nied admission altogether under 
our immigration laws and it was 
Mr. Hughes who laid the founda­ 
tion for the Daw cs-Young plan to 
bolster the economy of Europe 
which was as important then as 
is the Marshall plan today.

Th ey claim th at a play er is 
never allowed to mold out unless 
h e h as requested and received h is 
p a rtn e r’s perm ission to do so. 


“As y ou can imagine, t Mis som e­ 
tim es 
frustrates 
a 
play er 
wh o 
w ants to meld out no m atter w h at 
h is p artn e r m ay wish to do. Th ey 
get around th is 
by asking 
th e 
question w ith great em ph asis wh en 
th ey really w ant to meld out. A 
p artn er wh o refuses perm ission to 
such an em ph atic request is eith er 
stubborn or stupid. 
“T h ere's no remedy at all for 
th e situation in wh ich y ou pick up 
th e discard pile and discover, after 
y ou h ave already m ade a meld or 
two. th at y ou are in jiosition to 


meld out. You cannot ask p er­ 
mission, since y ou h ave m elded at 
th a t turn, and y ou cannot meld out 
w ith out asking permission. 
“I know th at th is is not th e cor­ 
rect rule, but I cannot convince 
th e oth er play ers in th is group th at 
I am righ t 
and 
th at 
th ey 
are 
wrong. W ill 
y ou discuss th e sub­ 
ject in y our C anasta column to set 
th em rig h t? ” 
Q uestions of righ t and wrong 
are not so easily settled as my cor­ 
respondent th inks. W h en it comes 
to th e 
rules 
of 
a 
card 
game, 
“rig h t” is w h atever most people 
do. From tim e to tim e th e rules of 
a gam e ch ange because th e m a­ 
jority of play ers of th at 
gam e 
prefer to do som eth ing differently . 
In oth er words, it isn't a case of 
th e play ers being obliged to fol­ 
low a rule, but of th e rules being 


obliged to follow th e play ers. If 
a sma ll group of play ers m ake up 
th eir own rule, th ey are “w rong.” 
If th ey persuade enough play ers to 
follow th em , h owever, th ey are 
“righ t.” 
At th is particular m om ent, most 
play ers follow th e official rule on 
asking 
permission 
to meld out. 
Hence my correspondent’s little 
group are “w rong.” Th is needn’t 
stop th em from following th eir 
own rule, if th ey like it b etter th at 
way . 
Th e official rule is th a t y ou need 
not ask perm ission before melding 
out. You are allowed to meld out 
w ith out say ing a word or asking 
any body ’s opinion. In most good 
gam es y ou meld out w ith out ask­ 
ing perm ission at least as often as 
y ou ask th e question. 
Th is is a very good rule and is 


very popular w ith th e play ers, so 
it isn’t likely to be ch anged. I 
suggest th at my correspondent’s 
group consider sw itch ing to th e 
official rule.

Canasta Rules Depend on I sage

“Please discuss the subject of 
asking 
permission 
to 
go 
out,” 
requests a M ilwaukee correspond­ 
ent. “I recently played C^pasta 
in a group th a t follows a strange 
rule. They claim that a player is 
never allowed to meld out unless 
he has requested and received his 
p a rtn e r’s permission to do so. 


"As you can imagine, tKls som e­ 
tim es 
frustrates 
a 
player 
who 
wants to meld out no m atter what 
his partner may wish to do. They 
get around this 
by asking 
the 
question with great em phasis when 
they really w ant to meld out. A 
p artn e r who refuses permission to 
such an em phatic request is either 
stubborn or stupid. 
"There s no remedy at all for 
the situation in which you pick up 
the discard pile and discover, after 
you have already m ade a meld or 
two, that you are in iiosition to 


meld out. You cannot ask per­ 
mission, since you have melded at 
that turn. and you cannot meld out 
without asking permission. 
“I know that this is not the cor­ 
rect rule, but I Cannot convince 
the other players in this group that 
I am right 
and 
that 
they 
are 
wrong. W ill 
you discuss the sub­ 
ject in your Canasta column to set 
them right?” 
Questions of right and wrong 
are not so easily settled as my cor­ 
respondent thinks. When it comes 
to the 
rules 
of 
a 
card 
game. 
“right” is w hatever most people 
do. From time to tim e the rules of 
a gam e change because the m a ­ 
jority of 
players of 
that 
gam e 
prefer to do som ething differently. 
In other words, it isn't a case of 
the players being obliged to fol­ 
low a rule, but of the rules being 


obliged to follow the players. If 
a small group of players m ake up 
their ow n rule, they are * wrong.” 
If they persuade enough players to 
follow 
them, however, they are 
"right.” 
At this particular moment, most 
players follow the official rule on 
asking 
permission 
to meld out. 
Hence my correspondent's little 
group are ‘ wrong.” This needn’t 
stop them from following their 
own rule, if they like it b etter that 
way. 
The official rule is th a t you need 
not ask permission before melding 
out. You a re allowed to meld out 
w ithout saying a word or asking 
anybody’s opinion. In most good 
g am es you m eld out w ith o u t a sk ­ 
ing permission at least as often as 
you ask the question. 
This is a very good rule and is 


very popular with the players, so 
it isn t likely to be changed. 
I 
suggest that my correspondents 
group consider switching to the 
official rule.
